combination of the Ak-Sar- 
Ben special and the Kansas 
City Zephyr, plowed head-on 
into a Rock Island, train at 
nearly 60 miles an hour. The 
Burlington train was bound 
for Omaha from Chicago. ,

WASHINGTON — Pres- 
ident John F. Kennedy's 
assassin wag "profoundly 
alienated' from the world in 
which he lived/ 

That was one of the big 
differences between Lee 
Harvey Oswald and most 
other men, the Warren 
Commission reported Sun- 
day. 

Unable to find a satisfac- 
tory, rational explanation for 



the assassination, the com- 
mission attempted to delve 
posthumously into Oswald's 
mental outlook and charac- 
ter. 

It found that Oswald was 
"moved by an. overriding 
hostility to his e n v i r o n- 
ment," whatever' it hap- 
pened to be. 

"He was never satisfied 
with anything," the com- 
mission reported. "His wife 
. thought that he would 
not be happy anywhere,

Summarizing- ■ its conclu- 
sions, the commission said: 

"Many factors were un- 
doubtedly involved in Os- 
wald's motivation for the 
assassination, and the com- 
mission does not believe that 
it can ascribe to him any one 
motive or group of motives. 

"It is apparent, however, 
that Oswald- was moved by 
an overriding hostility to his 
environment He does not 
appear to have been able to 
establish meaningful rela- 
tionships with other people. 

"He was perpetually dis 
contented with the world 
around him. Long before the 
assassination he expressed 
his hatred for American so- 
ciety and acted in protest 
against it. Oswald's search 
for what he conceived to be 
the perfect society was 
doomed from the start,

WASHINGTON— Lee Harvey Oswald, in a 
solitary act of violence free of foreign or do- 
mestic conspiracy, assassinated President 
John F. Kennedy in Dallas on Nov. 22, 1963, 
the Warren Commission ruled Sunday. 

The seven-member panel concluded unanimously that 
Oswald, the murdered 24-year-old Marxist, planned and 
executed the "cruel and shocking" slaying of Mr. Ken- 
nedy without assistance from any individual or group. 

Oswald probably was driven to the historic crime, the 
commission said, by his "overriding hostility" toward

society and his "capacity to risk all in cruel and irre- 
sponsible actions." 

But, since Oswald was dead, the commission said it 
could not make "any definite detmnination" of the mo- 
tives of the assassin nor could it judge his "legal guilt" 
or sanity. 

However, the panel said, it was satisfied that "it has 
ascertained the truth concerning the assassination of 
President Kennedy to the extent that a prolonged and 
thorough search makes this possible.* 

There is no evidence, the commission reported, to 
substantiate theories that Oswald or his killer, Dallas 
night club owner Jack Ruby, were associated or in- 
volved in any Idnd of plot 

Nor could the commission find a relationship between 
Oswald's Communist associations and the murder of Mr. 
Kennedy. Oswald had gone to the Soviet Union in 1959 
and was a fervent partisan of Communist Cuba. 

The commission also said in an 888-page report that 
there "was nothing to support speculation" that Oswald 
was associated in any way with the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, the Central Intelligence Agency or any 
other U.S. government agency. 
In addition, the panel said: 

"In its entire investigation the commission has found 
no evidence of conspiracy, subversion or disloyalty to 
the U.S. government by any federal, state or local offi- 
cial. " 

Reports Gleaned From Interviews 
These determinations were based upon an exhaustive, 
10-month assessment of "all available evidence" and the 
"reasoned judgment" of all its members, the commis- 
sion said. 

Since President Johnson appointed the bipartisan 
commission last Nov. 29, its members and staff have 
studied 2,309 reports from the FBI and 800 from the 
Secret Service based on some 26,550 interviews of per- 
sons having information of possible relevance to the 
assassination.

The commission also said 
that Oswald fatally shot Dal- 
las police patrolman .1. D. 
Tippit approximately 45 min- 
utes after firing at Mr. Ken- 
nedy and Connally. 
Murdered by Ruby 

Oswald was murdered by 
Ruby on the morning of Nov. 
24 in the basement of Dallas 
police headquarters as he 
was being moved under 
heavy guard to the county 
jail. 

The commission attempt- 
ed in its voluminous report 
to answer every question 
raised by those who contend 
that Oswald was innocent of 
the assassination or that Mr. 
Kennedy's death was plotted 
by Communist or right wing 
conspirators. 

The commission, whose re- 
port was filed with Mr. John- 
son last Thursday, submitted 
12 separate conclusions as a 
result of its lengthy investi- 
gation. 

Reasons Listed 

In its conclusions, the 
panel listed its reasons for 
resolving that Oswald killed 
Mr. Kennedy and Tippit 
without the aid of conspira 
tors; chastised the Dallas po- 
lice and news media for their 
conduct while Oswald was 
held at police headquarters, 
and criticised what it re- 
garded as inadequate meas- 
ures by the FBI and the Se- 
cret Service to protect the 
life of the President. 

In addition, the commis- 
sion filed 12 recommenda- 
tions designed to tighten se- 
curity around the President, 
improve State Department 
surveillance of defectors and 
establish ethical standards 
for law enforcement officers 
and news reporters in the 
collection and presentation 
of information to the public. 

The report appeared to 
cover every conceivable fa- 
cet of the assassination, from 
the time Mr. Kennedy's trip 
to Texas first was considered 
through the 1964 trial in 
which Ruby was found guil- 
ty of murdering Oswald. 

Panel Instructed 

In his instructions to the 
commission on Nov. 29, Mr. 
Johnson ordered it to "satis- 
fy itself that the truth is 
known as far as it can be dis- 
covered, and to report its 
findings and conclusions to 
him, to the American people, 
and to the world." 

The report made public 
Sunday seemed to carry out 
this directive. 

The first conclusion 
reached by the commission 
was that Mr. Kennedy and 
Connally were fired upon 
from the sixth floor of the 
Texas School Book Deposi 
tory. 

This determination was 
based upon: 

1 — Testimony of witnesses 
who saw a rifle being fired 
from the sixth floor window 
at the time of the assassina- 
tion or who saw the rifle in 
the window immediately 
thereafter. 

2— Discovery of bullet frag 
menu in the Presidential 
limousine and a nearly whole 
bullet on Connally's hospital 
siretcher, which were fired 
from the 6.5 millimeter 
Mannlicher - Carcano rifle 
found on the sixth floor of 
the book depository building. 

3 — The finding, near the 
sixth-floor window, of three 
used cartridge cases which 
had been fired by the same 
rifle. 

4 — A nick on the inside of 
the limousine windshield, in- 
dicating a bullet fragment 
had struck the glass. 

o — A study of wounds suf- 
fered by Mr. Kennedy and 
Connall'v, proving that they 
were hit by bullets fired 
from above and behind the 
limousine. * 

6 — No credible evidence tn 
Indicate that the shots were 
fired from the triple under- 
pass ahead of the Presiden- 
tial motorcade. 

Three Shots Counted 
Although there is some 
confusion over the number 
of shots that were fired, the 
commission reported that 
the "weight of evidence" in 
dicates there were three 
shots. • 

The panel said the bullet 
that hit Mr. Kennedy, pass- 
ing through his throat, proh- 
ab'lv was' the one that hit 
formally. Another bullet 
tore off a portion of Mr. Ken- 
nedy's skull hut did not 
strike Connally. 

The commission said it be- 
lieved a third bullet prob- 
ably was fired but did not 
hit the Presidential car. 

To substantiate its conclu- 
sion that Oswald fired the 
shots, the commission said 
the young Marxist owned the 
fatal rifle; he carried it into 
the depository building on 
the morning of Nov. 22; ho 
was present at. the sixth- 
floor window when the shots 
were fired, and both the rifle I anaheim 



Oswald's guilt of the Tip- 
pit slaying was based upon 
testimony of eyewitnesses 
who positively identified Os- 
wald as the killer; upon car- 
tridge cases found at the 
scene of the murder which 
matched the revolver taken 
from Oswald at the time of 
his arrest, and the discovery 
of Oswald's jacket along the 
path of flight taken by the 
gunman who shot Tippit. 

Ruby Shot Oswald 

While the commission said 
the Dallas Police Depart- 
ment's decision to move Os- 
wald from the city jail in 
full public view was "un- 
sound," it said "there is no 
evidence to support the ru- 
mor that Ruby may have 
been assisted by any mem- 
bers of the Dallas Police De- 
partment in tha killing of 
Oswald. 

Ruby stepped from a crowd 
of policemen and reporters 
in the basement at 11:21 a.m. 
CST on Nov. 24 and shot the 
accused assassin. Oswald was 
rushed to Parkland Hospital, 
where Mr. Kennedy had been 
pronounced dead two days 
before, and died at 1:07 p.m 
CST. 

The commission said that 
news media representatives 
should have been excluded 
from the basement during 
the movement of Oswald, 
esspecially since police had 
received threats on Oswald's 
life. 



of any conspiracy, domestic 
or foreign, to assassinate 
President Kennedy." 

After thoroughly investi- 
gating the planning of the 
Kennedy motorcade route, 
the hiring of Oswald by the 
School Book Depository Co. 
on Oct. 15, 1963, -Oswald's 
movements in the building, 
and eyewitness accounts of 
the shooting, the commission 
said there was no evidence 
that "anyone assisted Os- 
wald in planning or carrying 
out the assassination." 

In an attempt to discern 
whether a conspiracy might 
have been involved, the com- 
mission fully investigated 
s w a 1 d's associations, fi- 
nances and personal habits 
during his two-year stay in 
the Soviet Union and after 
his return to the United 
States in Jun<:, 1962. 

This study led the com 
mission to state that it had 
found no evidence that "Os- 
wald was involved with any 
person or group in a conspir- 
acy to assassinate the Presi- 
dent." 

The commission also re- 
ported that it discovered no 
evidence to show that any 
foreign government em- 
ployed, persuaded or en 
couraged Oswald in his 
treacherous action.

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Plot Denied 

The commission said var- 
ious local law enforcement 
officials made erroneous or 
misleading statements to the 
press while Oswald was be- 
ing questioned. These state- 
ments, said the panel, "would 
have presented serious ob- 
stacles to the obtaining of a 
fair trial for Oswald." 

Replying to constantly re- 
curring rumors that Mr. 
Kennedy's death was part of 
a plot, the commission stated 
it "has found no evidence 
that either Lee Harvey Os- 
wald or Jack Ruhy was part 



Family History 

Oswald, wno married a 
Russian girl during his stay 
in the Soviet Union, had con- 
tacts with the Fair Play for 
Cuba Committee and had 
visited the Soviet and Cuban 
embassies in Mexico City 
about two months before the 
assassination. 

Turning to the question of 
Oswald's motivation in exe- 
cuting the crime, the com- 
mission said it looked to his 
family history, his education, 
his acts, his writings and the 
recollections of those who 
knew him well. 

While it could not make 
"any definitive determina- 
tion of Oswald's motives," 
the commission said, it en- 
deavored to Isolate factors 
which might have influenced 
his decision to kill the Presi- 
dent. 

Among the factors were: 
1 — His deep-rooted resent- 
ment to all authority which 
was expressed in a hostility 



Question of Sanity 

The commission conclud- 
ed: 

"Each of these contributed 
to his capacity to risk all in 
cruel and irresponsible ac- 
tions." 

Since Oswald is dead, the 
commission said it was not 
able to reach definite con- 
clusions as to whether he 
was "sane" under prevailing 
legal standards. 

"Under our system of jus 
tice no forum could properly 
make that determination un 
less Oswald was before it,' 
said the panel. "It certainly 
could not be made by this 
commission which . . ..ascer- 
tained the facts surrounding 
the assassination but did not 
draw conclusions concerning 
Oswald's legal guilt." 

Yet after piecing together 
the facets of Oswald's hostile 
behavior and strange per- 
sonality, the commission 
said: 

"Out of these and the many 
other factors which may 
have molded the character of 
Lee Harvey Oswald there 
emerged * man capable of 
assassinating President Ken- 
nedy."

place in history — a role as 
the 'great man' who would 
be. /recognized as having 
been in advance of his times, 
His-commitment to Marxism 
and communism appears to 
have been another impor 
tant factor in his motivation. 
He. also had demonstrated a 
capacity to act decisively 
and without regard to con- 
sequences when such action 
would further his aims of the 
moment." 

The commission said it 
considered "many possible 
motives for the assassina- 
tion, including those which 
might flow from Oswald's 
commitment to Marxism or 
communism, the existence of 
some personal grievance, a 
desire to effect changes in 
the structure of society or 
simply to go down in history 
as a well publicized assas- 
sin." 

Twisted View 

It said none of these satis- 
factorily explains Oswald's 
act, if it is judged by the 
standards of reasonable men 
But it said, a motive that 
appears incomprehensible to 
other men may be the mov- 
ing force of a man whose 
view of the world , has been 
twisted. 

From a large amount of 
material in writings left by 
the 25-year-old assassin and 
in the history of his life, the 
commission thought it 
gained some insight into 
Oswald's character, and 
possibly, into his motives. 

It said: 

"He had very few, if any, 
close relationships with 
other people . . . When he 
was in the United States he 
resented the capitalist sys- 
tem which he thought was 
exploiting him and others 
like him. He seemed to pre- 
fer the Soviet Union . . . 

"When he was in the So- 
viet Union, he apparently 
resented the Communist 
Party members, who were 
accorded special privileges 
and who he thought were 
betraying communism, and 
he spoke well of the United 
States. 

"He accused his wife of 
preferring others to himself; 
and told her to return to the 
Soviet Union without him 
but without a divorce. At the 
same time he professed his 
love for her and said that he 
could not get along without 
her . . . 

"While Oswald appeared 



to most of those who knew 
him as a meek and harmless 
person, he sometimes ima- 
gined himself as 'the com- 
mander' and, apparently se- 
riously, as a political prophet 
— a man who said that after 
20 years he would be prime 
minister. His wife testified 
that he compared himself 
with great leaders of history. 
Such ideas of grandeur were 
apparently accompanied by 
notions of oppression ... 

Communist Books Bead 

"There was some quality 
about him that led him to act 
with an apparent disregard 
for possible consequences. 
He defected to the Soviet 
Union, shot at General 
Walker, tried to go to Cuba 
and even contemplated hi- 
jacking an airplane to get 
there. He assassinated the 
President, shot Officer Tip- 
pit, resisted arrest and tried 
to kill another policeman in 
the process." 

In tracing Oswald's life of 
"isolation, frustration and 
failure," the commission 
thought it significant that 
Oswald's father died two 
months before he was born. 
It noted that New York au-

thorities, who subjected 
Oswald to psychiatric exa- 
mination at 13, concluded 
that his mother gave him 
very little affection and that 
he suffered from lack of 
friends. 

Withdrawn into himself, 
Oswald started reading 
Communist books at 15. At 
17 he joined the Marines, 
"apparently because, of an 
intense desire to get away 
from his surroundings and 
his mother." 

Exercising considerable 
self-discipline, Oswald 



managed to save enough 
from his military pay to fi- 
nance a trip to Russia. He 
arrived there when he was 
not yet 20 and promptly de- 
fected. 

He was not quite 23 when 



he jretuitned to the Unitedhe tried to do, suffered two 



States, thoroughly disillu- 
sioned with Russian com- 
munism. "No man . . . hav- 
ing lived under the Russian 
Communist and American 
capitalist system could pos- 
sibly make a choice between 
them," he' wrote. "Both offer 
imperialistic injustice, tinted 
with two brands of slavery." 

Back in the United States 
Oswald had an unsatisfac- 
tory relationship with his 
wife, a Russian girl he had 
married in the Soviet Union. 
Oswald struck her on occa- 
sion and generally treated 
her with a lack of respect in 
the presence of others. 

On the other hand, the 
commission quoted testi- 
mony from friends that 
"right in front" of Oswald 
Marina Oswald complained 
of his inadequacy as a hus- 
band. 

Shortly before the assas- 
sination Oswald, who had 
failed, at almost everything 



major rebuffs. 

He went to Mexico City to 
seek a visa to visit Cuba, 
where he thought he might 
find his Communist ideal. 
But his request was sharply 
rejected by the Cuban consul 
who told him that a person 
like him "in place of aiding 
the Cuban revolution was 
doing it harm." 

The second rebuff came 
from his wife, who then was 
living with a woman' friend 
at Irvine, Tex. Oswald, who 
lived in a rooming house at 
Dallas, visited his wife and 
ohild every weekend. - 

But during the weekend 
before the assassination 



Oswald, at his mother's re- 
quest, did not rnaJw hi* cus- 
tomary visit. On the night 
before the assassination 
Oswald went to Irvine and 
pleaded with his wife to 
come and live with him in 
Dallas. She refused. 

At this point, the commis- 
sion said, it must have ap- 
peared to Oswald that "he 
was unable to command 
even the attention of his 
family." 

However, the commission 
said it does not believe that 
the relations between Os- 
wald and his wife caused 
him to assassinate the Pres- 
ident. 

"It is unlikely that the

motivation waa thai simple, *. 
it said. "The fe«Urijj» of hos-

ident would probably never 
have come to him again."
